Balfour Quits the Leadership 
of the English Tory Party 


New Man Will Be at Helm 
While the Party Is Crossing 
Home Rule Stream—Attacks 
on Balfour Caused Him to 


Quit Leadership. 


London, November 8.—The Unionist 
party is to swap horses while crossing 
the home rule stream. Arthur J. Bal- 
four at an emergency meeting of the 
City of London Conservatice Associa- 
tion this afternoon announced to his 
constituents his retirement from the 
leadership of the opposition. Im- 
paireg health, increasing age and the 
desirability of the leadership passing 
into younger hands, were the reasons 
he gave in a speech marked by much 
feeling. But no one doubts that the 
increasing attacks against him by the 
ambitious younger conservatives, par- 
ticularly the tariff reformers, were 
th- principal factors. 

While a number of influentiai union- 
ionists and would-be leaders, notably 
Austen Chamberlain and F. E. Smith, 
have been demanding his retirement 
from the leadership, few believed Mr. 
Balfour would drop the helm.in such 
an important stage of the partw’s for- 
tunes. Lord Lansdowne, opposition 
leader in the house of lords, denied 
reports that he would also withdraw. 

Balfour to Stay in Commons. 

Mr. Balfour will remain in the house 
of commons although he would be ele- 
vated to the peerage if so desired. 

While he, as ex-premier, was recog- 
nized as the leader of the whole party, 
the leadership will now be divided, his 
probably the Rt. Hon. Wal- 
ter Hume, who represents the Stran&, 
shuring it with Lord Lansdowne.

IN RUINED CITY 


Eye-Witnesses Describe How 
hankow Was Desolated by 
lhe Imperial Troops, 


KOMEN AND CHILDREN 
VICTIMS OF SOLDIERS 


City Wasted by Fire, the Prop- 
erty Loss Being Estimated at 
$50,000,000—Four Hundred 
Thousand Persons Homeless. 
Half Burned Corpses Are 
Still Unburied. 


Hankow, November 5, via Wu How, 
November 8.—The city of Hankow has 
been destroyed by fire over two-thirds 
of its extent. The lowest estimate of 
the loss is $50,000,000. Four hundfed 
thousand people are destitute. Hun- 
dreds of half burned bodies lie among 
the ruins. Many of them are the 
bodies of women and children. 

The customs house, the postoffice 
and the American missions have been 
spared. The city has been looted, the 
imperialists taking’ a hand in the pil- 
lage. Imperialist officers tried to 
check this work, and executed a num- 
ber of soldiers. Refugees were de- 
prived of their loot on entering the 
British concession, cart loads of valu- 
able furs, silks and jewelry being 
seized. It is suggested that the Red 
Cross receive the proceeds, 

New Fires Started. 

On Friday afternoon the consuls ap- 
pealed to the imperialists to cease 
burning the town, A proclamation, 
which was issued immediately, 
clared that the rebels were responsible 
for the fires and ordered that these 
be checked. The following day new 
fires started in various quarters.

On November 3 there Was consider- 
able gunnery practice, beginning be- 
fore daylight. The imperialist battery 
behind Hankow moved to the south- 
east in belated fulfillment of the prom- 
ise to shift the line of fire from the 
concession. The battery and another 
stationed on the plains engaged in a 
heavy duel with Hang Yang Hill. The 
Wu Chang forts used powder occasion- 
ally and joined in the defense of Han 
Yang.

Mahmud, just returneg from 
was seated in the semi-bar- 
barous, ornate home of his friend, a 
Marietta, Ga., merchant. He was a 
short, dark man, but his eyes were 
blue. That was the first thing that 
struck you as peculiar. After Abdul

The war record of this son of the | 
desert does not bear out the legend 
that blue eyes are never found on the 
faint-hearted. Abdul Mahmud is a de- 
serter from the Turkish army, ang he 
doesn’t care who knows it.

The only 
black cloud over his horizon was the 
fear of conscription. Finally out of 
the black cloud came the conscript 
officers and last April he was forced 
into the army. 

Abdul had sat as he talked to The 
Constitution reporter. Suddenly he 
arose, went to the door, peered forth 
and softly closed the door, withdraw- 
ing again into the room. From behind 
a curtain he drew a mysterious bundle 
swathed in reg cloth.. From this he 
drew with an inimitable gesture a 
long, curved scabbard, and from the 
scabbard a half-moon sword, or scime- 
tar, famous weapon of the jenissaries.

NEGRO WALKER TO HANG 
FOR KILLING EMPLOYER 


Law Is Quick to Avenge the 
Death of Captain C. S. 


Hollenshead. 


Washington, Ga., November 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The jury in the case of T. 3s. 
Walker, the negro who killed Captain 
C. S. Hollenshead on the night of Oc- 
tober 28 at his store by firing a load 
of buckshot into his neck and head, 
this «afternoon returned a verdict of 
guilty after being out eighteen min- 
utes. Judge Walker immediately 
passed sentence on the negro 4nd 
fixed November 29 as the day for his 
execution. 

While Mr. Hollenshead was seated in 
his store Saturday afternoon, October 
28 in the presence of three negro men 
who were trading, Walker stole up to 
the platform in front of the store and 
emptied a load of buckshot into the 
neck and head of Mr. Hollenshead, who 
was one of the most prominent plant- 
crs and merchants of Wilkes county, 
and was well to do. Mr. Hollenshead 
died without speaking.

monument to the “Emancipator,” said: 
“Iedon'’t think it 1s too much to say 
that Lincoln had.the most judictal tem- 
perament of any man in history.” 

Mr. Taft paid his tribute with that 
of Kentucky’s mark of reverence for 
her greatest son in the new state capi- 
tol, when a monument to the war pres- 
ident, given by the descendant of a 
long line of Kentucky pioneers, was 
dedicated, 

Priore to these ceremonies Mr. Taft 
came freedmen under the Lincoln ad- 
ministration, Huddled in Governor 
Willson's public offices, these negroes, 
who had never seen a president before, 
listened to Mr. Taft's explanation of 
the things that went to make Lincoln 
eminent over other men. 


These same attributes Mr. Taft later 
described to the throng that witnessed 
the monument dedication. The presi- 
dent said: - 

One of Two Greatest Americans. 

“With his (Lincoln’s) love of the 
truth, the supreme trait of his intel- 
lect, accompanied by a conscience that 
insisted on the right as he knew it, 
with a great heart full of tenderness, 
we have the combination that made 
Lincoln one of the two greatest Ameri- 
cans,”’ 

To the negroes—the former slaves— 
he told how Lincoln worked out the 
problem that precipitated his emanci- 
pation proclamation. Said Mr, Taft: 

“He (Lincoln) hated slavery because 
he had reasoned out its injustice and 
its demoralizing effect upon-the coun- 
try and community in which it was a 
legal institution. He did not hate the 
slave-holders, and there is not’. the 
slightest evidence he ever had a feel- 
ing of bitterness toward them as a 
class.” 

Governor Willson, in accepting the 
monument in the name of the state, 
Said it would stand in the capitol 
“through all ages as the central figure, 
the type and image of the pioneers of 
Kentucky, and of all American pio- 
neers, the best figure, and representa- 
tive of the spirit of our people, and 
inspiration to Kentucky for all time, a 
guardian spirit standing for eternity 
in sleepless vigil over our liberties and 
our hopes,”

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| FEWER RAILROAD LAWSs| 


BY 1911 LEGISLATURES 


Time was—and not so very long 
ago-——that it was a very dull session of 
& state legislature which did not spend 
& g00d deal of its time enacting rail- 
road laws. Many of these laws were 
beneficient and redounded to the good 
of the states enacting them. Not a 
few of them, however, were regardéd 
aS entirely too drastic. Some, if one 
were to credit the railroad officials, 
were conceived in a spirit of utter 
antagonism to the common carriers | 
sin could possibly serve no good pur- 


Be this at it may, there seemed for 
the time being to be 4 veritable epl- 
demic of railroad legislation. 

In sharp contrast to this state of 
affairs the year 1911 stands out con- 
Spicuously. This year shows a falling 
off of exactly 58 per cent of raileoad 
laws introduced and passed as com- 
pared with 1909. So marked was the 
decrease that the attention of George 
A. Post, president of the Railway 
Business Association, has issued a re- 
port in which he touchedes on the sub- 
ject at some length. 

The 58 per cent decrease is shown 
in spite of the fact that severa! states 
hitherto mbt active in this respect— 
notably California, Illinois, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, and New Hampshire 
passed regulatory statutes at the 
last session of their legislatures. 

The number of railroad laws passed 
in 1911 was cut dewn from 664 to 276. 
In Georgia, Texas and Delaware no 
laws whatever were passed. In the 
states of Georgia, Alabama, Colorado, 
Delaware, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, 
fowa,, Maine, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
Montana, New Hampshire; Nevada, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas, Washington, West Virginia and 
Wyoming iess than eight laws each 
were passed and in several instances 
these laws were designed to encourage 
railway construction rather than to 
regulate, : : 

The states passing the greatest num- 
ber of railroad laws .were, Arkansas, 
California, Indiana, Minnesota, North 
Dakota, Oregon, South Dakota .and 
Wisconsin. In each of these states, 
however, the reduction was great. In 
some instances the cut being as much 
as one third. 

Drastic Law Repealed. 

One of the most significant acts of 
the year 1911 was the repeal by the 
Alabama legislature of statute pro- 
viding for the forfeiture of its fran- 
chise by any foreign ralroad corpor- 
ation which carried to the federal 
court PN appeal from a state-made

rate. followed the inau- 
gural address of Governor Emmett 
O'Neill, in which he declared: 

“Your election was itself a protest 
against unwise, extreme, and radical 
legislation, and an emphatic demand 
for the restoration of that spirit of 
conservatism which, while ‘wisely prv- 
gressive, refuses to embark the state 
upon novel, untried and half-consid- 
ered legislative experiments or dan- 
gerous innovations, * * * a clear, posi- 
tive and unambiguous mandate by the 
people for the restoration of that 
spirit of moderation and conservatism 
under whose inspiring influence Ala- 
bama will confidently and triumphant- 
ly advance to the great future that 
awaits her.” 

He suggested the repeal of unwise 
laws. “Guided,” he said, “by justice, 
controlled by moderation, and inspired 
solely by a desire to promote the best 
interests of our people, you will’ fear- 
lessly and wisely proceed to do the 
work before’ vou, in order to bring 
tranquillity to the state, to promote 
and protect all her great interests, to 
encourage the development of our 
enormous resources, to securé a wiser 
and better method of law enforcement, 
and to stimulate our industrial enter- 
prises. This can only be accomplished 
by removing from our statute books 
all unwise legislation, and by solving 
the difficult questions presented for 
vour oOneideration with justice and 
with wisdom.” 

Other Declarations. 

Governors of other states expressed 
themselves in no uncertain terms 
along the same lines. Here are a few 
expressions: 

Governor O, B. Colquitt, .of Texas: 
“We can afford to take a Test from 
additional and untried laws and 
legislative theories.” 

Governor Lee Cruce, 
“As jong as I am governor 
vestments in the state. will be as 
sacredly observed ang safeguarded 
here aS anywhere on the face of the 
earth.” 

Governor Beryl F. Carroll, of Jowa: 
“Capital is not going to flow readilv 
into a state where uncertainties exist 
as to the conditions under which it 
may be invested and handled.”’ 

Governor Robert P. Bass. of New 
souri: “Be careful not to enact harsh 
and retaliatory measures affecting the 
ratlroad or other large business in- 
terests of the gtate.” 

Governor Robert P. Ross, of New 
Hampshire: “The people ought to have 
the best railroad service at the lowest 
reasonable cost, but the best service 
cannot be provided umless the rates 
allowed are sufficient under efficient 
management to pay a reasonable re- 
turn upon the capital required for all 
necessary improvements.” 

Governor Charles 8S. Deneen, of Illi- 
nois announced after the adoption of a 
measure increasing the power of the 
railroad and warehouse commission, 
that practically all elements in the 
state, including the carriers them- 
selves, in open conference agreeg upon 
the measure and asked its enactment. 

“It is evident,” says the report of 
the Railway Business Association, 
“that at the present moment politica] 
leaders who advocate a far-sighted 
policy toward railroads do receive the 
support of the voters. We point out 
further that the railways ang cozg- 
nate industries have assiduously con- 
ciliateg the public, and that toward 
the railways the growth of public 
friendliness is now shown. We sub- 
mit: 

“First, that to convince the public 
of a desire to be frank and fair has 
been demonstrated to be an effective 
method for bringing about a better 
understanding. 

“Second, that continued efforts to- 
ward conciliation promise for the rail- 
ways a wider recognition by the public 
and bv regulators that new capita! 
for improvements can only be attract- 
ed by a carrier having a. surplus, and 
that it is wise in the public interest to 
permit earnings sufficient for that 
purpose.”

‘Mrs. Willet Tells Dr. McKelway 


Women Are Interested in 
Child Labor Question, But 
They Don’t Want to Vote. 
Work of Education Discussed. 


By Isma Dooly. 

Bainbridge, Ga., November 8.—(Spe- 
cial.}——“I suppose that all you ladies 
are suffragettes,” said Dr. A. J. Me- 
Kelway, of the national child labor 
committee, at the morning session of 
the Georgia Eederation of Clubs, 
while discussing the necessity of the 
legislative protection. of working chil- 
dren. 

“No, we are not; you evidently do 
not Know Georgia entirely,’ inter- 
rupted Mrs. Hugh Willet, gantly, but 
firmly, this marking the first and only 
expression yet made in this big organ- 
ization of women at any time on the 
suffrage question. 

Dr. McKelway asked the _ indorse- 
ment of the club women for the Alex- 
ander child labor bill and for the na- 
tional bill providing for a children’s 
bureau allowing his address which 
dealt with the subject of children as 


industrial operatives. 


Mrs. Willet urged the club women 


to look into the merits of these meas- 
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ures relating to the child and to work 
for the passage. 
Business Side of Club Work. 

At the morning session the business 
side of the club work was developed. 
At the afternoon session the  far- 
reaching effort of the club woman for 
the educational lifé.of the state was 
cdemonstrated and at the evening ses- 
sion addresses were..made by Doctor 
Harry C. White of Athens, on tne 
‘“‘Peace Movement”: by Mr. Lee Wor- 
sham on ‘‘Conservation”’; by Mr. M. lh 
Brittian on “Training for  Citizgp- 
Ship.” 

At noon the visiting delegates were 
entertained on a boat trip by Hon. 
John A. Callahan, and at a luncheon 
by the city federation of Bainbridge. 

In the evening the visitors were en- 
tertained at supper at the Bon Air 
hotel by the Woman’s Club of Bain- 
bridge. 

No report read during the day illus- 
trated more fully the usefulness of 
the club woman in educational mat- 
ters than that of Mrs. Charles J. Ha- 
den, of Atlanta, relative to educational 
legislation, which the club women 
worked for in their bill, asking that 
women be given the opportunity to 
study aomestic science and hygiene 
under the extensive worth of the 
State College of Agriculture, 

Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb introduced Dr. 
H. C. White, of the University of Geor- 
gia, who was one-of the _ principal 
speakers of the evening session. His 
subject was the “Peace Movement.” 

The nomal condition of civilized so- 
ciety is that of peacefulness, he said, 

This condition is necessary, or, at 
least, best suited, to the exercise and 
of its moral, intellectual and 
economic activities. Breaches of the 
peace are essentially evil, and should 
not occur except, perhaps, in possible 
cases where other and greater evils 
may not be otherwise averted. There 
is no cessation of prayer or difference 
of desire among civilized peoples that 
“peace on earth and good will among 
men” shall -universally prevail. The 
economic profit conceded, given the 
sincere moral backing, it seems only a 
question of man’s intellectual ability 
to devise safeguards for human society 

Great Work for Education. 

At the morning sgssion it was 
demonstrated that no work of the fed- 
eration is more far-reaching than that 
being done in behalf of education. The 
recommendations of Mrs. John K. Ott- 
ley, chairman of education, and those 
of Miss Celeste Parrish, representing 
the rural educational work of the 
State, seek to unify educational forces, 
The policy of the federation as recom- 
mended by' Mrs. Ottley is to concen- 
trate in financial effort and to much 
more widely and systematically diffuse 
its constructive influence, 

She urged that the concrete altrusic 
effort of the federation along educa- 
tional lines be centered upon the main- 
tenance in a proper way of the Tal- 
lulah Falls school. 

“This school,” said Mrs. Ottley, 
longs absolutely to us. It will 
ress only as we make it progress. The 
annual support of this school should 
be about $2,500. Mach club has its 
own obligations, but we ought to do 
something together. Let every club 
try to get some personal gift for the 
students’ aid work, which must be kept 
going while so many young Georgia 
women are clamoring for ai. The fed- 
eration, as a federation should not be 
held as obligated toward any school 
or-work save the two above mention- 
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patronage and aid of any local feder- 
ated club may thereby be classed as a 
federation school, presented as such 
to conventions, in year books, etc., and 
may receive any aid which may 
voluntarily come to them from clubs, 
or individuals, but they shall not 
reckon upon the federation for finan- 
cial aid. That the clubs shall co- 
in: every possible way with 
Miss Celeste Parrish, of the state de- 
partment of education in school im- 
provement work, through the state. 
Rural Education. 

Miss Parrish, representing state ru- 
ral education, recommended, through 
Mrs. Ottley, that it is very important 
that all school improvement — clubs, 
mothers’ clubs, parents’ and teachers’ 
associations and similar organizations 
be unified with one common plan of 
work and a common meeting ground 
for conference and all a part of the 
state Federation of Clubs. 

Home and schoo! clubs seems an all 
inclusive name for these local organi- 
zations, Every school district could 
soon have one of these home and school 
clubs, the work of which should be to 
stimulate and vitalize the rural schools 
of Georgia, to enrich their curriculum 
by the addition of domestic science, 
agriculture and other broadly cultu- 
ral branches, and to bring sufficient 
pressure upon the public and the au- 
thorities to secure the provision of 
enough money to make needed prog- 
ress in school plans. 

These clubs could be united in coun- 
ty federations and these be made a 
part of the state federation. In order 
to stimulate this rural work,

ice during school hours; an age limit 
of 16 for night work, for dangerous 
occupations in which children are 
sometimes employed, and the provision 
that the certificates for employment 
shall be based upon trustworthy evi- 
dence and shall be issued by the school 
authorities, instead of by magistrates, 
themselves employed by the employers 
of children. 

“With such a Jaw upon its statute 
books and the department of com- 
merce and labor standing ready to en- 
force it, we shall have a better state 
of things in Georgia. No Georgia citi- 
zen need be ashamed of his state in 
the matter of the protection of its 
working children, and the children 
themselves will be saved for the state, 
which is the mother of them all.”

It woulg be a 
fair statement to make, considering 
the large percentage of the children in 
the southern mills, that about one- 
third of the child employees of the 
mills were tabulated. The agents 
found 1 child of 7, 6 children of 9, 2% 
children of 10, 73 children of 11, 219 
children of 12 and 317 children of 13 
vears of age, a total of 642 children, 
or multiplying by 3, 1,826 (shall we not 
say 2,000?) children at work in the 
cotton mills of Georgia under 14 years 
of age. 

Disgrace to Civilization,

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HALT WAS CALLED 
TO THE ADVANCE 


Stocks Decline After Week of 
Advance Movement--Action 
Considered Natural. 


New York, November 8.-—After more 
than a week of advancing prices the 
stock market today fell back, Pfes- 
sure against the speculative issues was 
persistent and effective. Prices were 
depressed early in the day, and the 
market seemed to be without the 
power to rally. Toward the close the 
yvessure became more pronounced.

The de- 
cision showed that Wall street’s ex- 
pectations had been largely fulfilled. 
The recent advance of the market had 
been attributed largely to buying basis 
upon expectations of favorable court 
action upon the tobacco @ompany’s 
plan. Approval of this plan it was be- 
lieved would furnish some indications 
as to the standards to which corpora- 
tions might be expected to comply. 


The action of the market today was), 


regarded as natural in view of the 
recent extensive rise. The advance re- 
sulted in a large reduction of the 
short interest, with a resultant weak- 
ening of the technical position of the 
market.¢ It was evident also that the 
rise has not been. effective in encour- 
aging public participation in the mar- 
ket to any large degree. Bull opera- 
tors found the drift of the market 
against them with the demand for the 
standard issues at the higher prices 
considerably reduced. The course of 
the market led to a renewal of short 
selling and the heavy selling toward 
the end of the day apparently was 
largely in the nature of a bear drive. 
Wall street paid little attention to 
the elections, interest is livelier in 
the forthcoming session of congress, 
which convenes in less than a manth, 
chiefly on account of the expected at- 
tempts at important tariff changes.

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ARGENTINE CROP | 
BADLY DAMAGED 
Wheat Said to Have Been Dam- 


aged Badly—Report Made 
Market Firmer. 


Chicago, November §8.—An estimate 
that 20 per cent. damage had een 
done to one-fifth of .the total wheat 
acreage in the Argentine made short 
sellers today scamper to cover. The 
market closed the same as Monday 
night to 3-8 cent higher. The end of 
the session left corn 5-8 to 1 and 1 1-8 
cent up, oats varying from a shade 
off to 1-8 gain and hog preéducts at 
12 1-2 to 22 1-2 cent decline.

An increase 0€ 
more than 12,000,000 bushels in the 
world’s available supply figures lied 
to some profit taking by purchasers, 
but failed to give the market any ma- 
terial setback. Word was also re- 
ceived that owing to low prices, Kan- 
‘sas producers had stopped selling. “The 
market at the outset suffered from a 
rather severe dip because of weak- 
ness due to local conditions at Liver- 
pool The trade here, however, ran 
into an oversold position and found 
big houses taking- offerings freely af- 
ter the receipt of bullish news from 
the Argentine, including reports of 
fuitther excessive rains.

Shows 9,968,172 Bales Ginned 
to Nov. 1, Compared With 
7,349,953 Last Year. 


Washington, November 8.—With a 
total of 9,968,172 bales of cotton of 
the growth of 1911 ginnéd prior to 
November 1, as announced today by 
the census bureau, the promised rec- 
ord-bre&king cotton crop of this sea- 
son is fast being made ready for the 
manufacturer. At no time in the his- 
tory of the American cotton industry 


this time of the year. 
The amount ginned to November 1 


exceeds by 1,777,000 bales that ginned 
in 1908, the previous record. It also 1s 
greater than the ginning to November 
14 of any years, being about 200,000 
bales mvure than ginned to that date in 
1904, the record year. This would in- 
dicate that the crop was at least two 
weeks earlier in maturing and reach- 
ing the gins than in previous years. 
Caiculations of the year’s total crop, 
based on the ginning reports, would, 
therefore, probably be more accurate 
if figured on the November 14 reports 
of other years. In previous record 
years about 70 per cent of the total 
crop has been ginned tothatdate and
